Ten-digit dialing 
after February 1 

The deadline for mandatory 10-digit 
dialing for local calls is fast approach¬ 
ing. On February 1 area code 364 will 
be added to the same geographic area 
as the current area code 270. This will 
require customers to dial 270 when 
making phone calls. 

That means that there is less than a 
month left in the “permissive dialing” 
period during which customers can dial 
either seven or 10-digits when mak¬ 
ing local calls in area code 270. This 
is important to remember when calling

Boat fire lands duck

Lattus receives recognition for 
growing 24 pound cabbage 


For many years, third-grade 
teachers at Union City Elemen¬ 
tary School have offered the op¬ 
portunity for their students to 
participate in the National Bon¬ 
nie Plants Cabbage Program. 

This time, it has paid off in a 
big way for a now fourth-grad¬ 
er. It was announced on Friday 
that UCES student Elizabeth 
Lattus grew a humongous cab¬ 
bage and was randomly selected 
by the Tennessee Agriculture 
Department as the state winner. 
She will receive a $1,000 sav¬ 
ings bond towards her education 
from Bonnie Plants. 

Elizabeth, who represented 
Marilyn Gilliam’s 2012-13 
third-grade class in the Bonnie 
Cabbage Program at the state 
level, is the daughter of Ben and 
Angie Lattus. 

This year, more than 1.5 mil¬ 
lion third-graders in 48 states,

Launched nationally in 2002, 
the program awards a $1,000 
scholarship to one student in 
each participating state. At the 
end of the season, teachers from 
each class select the student who 
has grown the “best” cabbage, 
based on size and appearance. 
A digital image of the cabbage 
and student is submitted online 
at www.bonnieplants.com. That 
student’s name is then entered 
in a statewide drawing. State 
winners are randomly selected 
by the commission of agricul¬ 
ture, in each of 48 particpating 
states. 

“The Bonnie Plants Cabbage 
Program is a wonderful way to 
engage children’s interest in ag¬ 
riculture, while teaching them 
not only the basics of garden¬ 
ing, but the importance of our 
food systems and growing our 
own,” said Stan Cope, president 
of Bonnie Plants. 

“This unique, innovative 
program exposes children to 
agriculture and demonstrates, 
through hands-on experience, 
where food comes from. The 
program also affords our youth 
with some valuable life lessons 
in nurture, nature, responsibil¬ 
ity, self-confidence and accom¬ 
plishment.”

enza (flu) activity level in the 
state has increased from region¬ 
al to widespread. Fulton County 
Schools shut down at the end of 
January last year for four days 
as a way to stop the flu from 
making its way through the stu¬ 
dents and staff. “ 

So far this year Fulton County 
Elementary/Middle School has 
one confirmed case of the flu 
and six more out with a stomach 
bug,” said Principal Julie Jack- 
son. 

At the high school level, Prin¬ 
cipal Tracey Lamb has one stu¬ 
dent out with a stomach bug, but 
no confirmed cases of the flu, as 
of Thursday, Jan. 9.

Caffeine in foods - Caffeine 
in foods can vary by the brand. 
They say an eight-ounce serving 
of coffee can range from 60 
milligrams for the weaker brew 
to 180 mg for a stronger brew. 
Decaffeinated products contain 
a small amount of caffeine. The 
decaffeinated coffee and tea will 
contain two to four milligrams 
per cup. 

The side effects of caffeine 

- The amount of caffeine in two 
to four cups of coffee a day is 
not harmful. This would allow 
the equivalent to 200-300 mg 
of caffeine per day. The side 
effects are: Anxiety, Depression, 
Urinating more often, Vomiting, 
Nausea, Difficulty sleeping, 
Tremors, Restlessness, and A 
fast heart rate. 

Withdrawal Symptoms - 

There are withdrawal symptoms 
if you go too long without the 
caffeine and your body has 
become used to getting the 
caffeine on a regular basis.

and enriching opportunity and 
engage their interest in the art 
and joy of gardening,” said 
Cope. 

Growing a colossal cabbage 
may seem like a giant undertak¬ 
ing for little children, but it’s 
easier than one might think. All 
a person would need to do is: 

• Fet the sunshine in: Cabbag¬ 
es need at least six hours of full 
sunlight, more if possible. 

• Survey the space: Bonnie 
O.S. cabbages need at least three 
feet on each side to spread out. 
If the grower does not have that 
much space, they should use a 
large container. 

• Supplement soil: Work some 
compost into the soil — cab¬ 
bages love nutrient-rich soil. 

• Feed the need: Start the cab¬ 
bage off right with an all-pur¬ 
pose vegetable fertilizer, then 
fertilize it every 10 days to keep 
it growing strong. 

• Water wisely: The cabbage 
needs at least one inch of rain¬ 
fall each week. If it doesn’t rain, 
use a watering can or garden 
hose to gently water the plant at 


soil level. 

• Tend to trouble: Keep weeds 
out of the cabbage patch — they 
compete for the food and wa¬ 
ter the cabbage needs. Be on 
the lookout for brown or white 
moths — these come from 
worms that love to munch on 
cabbage. If the grower sees any, 
they should get rid of them right 
away. Cold weather can dam¬ 
age the cabbage. If the weather 
gets below 32 degrees, cover the 
cabbage with a bucket or clothe 
covering. 

• Hefty harvest: In just 10 to 
12 weeks, the grower should 
have a huge head of cabbage he 
can be proud of. 

Green thumbs and persever¬ 
ance can pay off, providing par¬ 
ticipating children with as great 
sense of pride and accomplish¬ 
ment, a humongous cabbage 
and for the lucky state winner ...

come with anti-tipping devices 
and automatically shut them¬ 
selves off in case they do tip 
over, which could prevent them 
from catching the carpet on fire. 

• Check the news and the Con¬ 
sumer Product Safety Commis¬ 
sion’s Web site (www.cpsc.gov) 
to keep up to date with recalls. 
Fast winter, CPSC recalled one 
popular brand’s models after 
testing by Consumer Reports 
revealed that they were quick to 
catch fabric on fire. 

• Even if your model is rated 
for safety, keep it at least three 
feet away from combustible ma¬ 
terials like furniture, drapes, and 
beds. 

• If you need to use an exten¬ 
sion cord with your space heat¬ 
er, choose a heavy-duty one: at 
least 14-gauge wire. 

• Keep the heater’s cord and 
the extension cord in plain 
sight. Tucked under carpets or 
furniture, they can over-heat or 
become damaged when people

supplement the levee’s revenue 
except for the minimal reim¬ 
bursements they receive from 
the Army Corps of Engineers to 
run the pump station. Their only 
revenue is the taxes they collect, 
which doesn’t even cover the 
cost to mow the levee. 

The expense to mow the levee 
twice a year is approximately 
$12,000. Currently Steve Preuett 
is under contract through 2014 
to keep the levee mowed to their 
specifications. 

Levee Board President David 
Weatherly, Vice President Mark 
Williams, Secretary/Treasurer 
Jim Major and Commissioner 
Doug Voorhees and Larry Lang¬ 
ford are exploring alternative 


ways to maintain the levee with¬ 
out having to subsidize the ex¬ 
pense of mowing it. 

Another major expense is the 
yearly trip to attend the Mis¬ 
sissippi Valley Flood Control 
Association’s meeting in New 
Orleans. The cost for all five 
members and their spouses to at¬ 
tend the December 2013 meeting 
was $13,900. While in New Or¬ 
leans levee board members meet 
with members of other levee dis¬ 
tricts from the Mississippi Val¬ 
ley, hear presentations from U.S. 
Congressmen, Senators, ranking 
commanders from the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, and the As¬ 
sistant Secretary of the Army.

Kentucky because they have ex¬ 
panded Medicaid.” 

Eubanks did explain that peo¬ 
ple 19 to 64 years of age who 
were not eligible for Medicaid 
will possibly become eligible 
for it or will receive some type 
of assistance to help them get 
insured. 

According to Eubanks there 
are potentially 300,000 people 
in the eight-county region who 
are in fie poverty level and 
could receive some tax incen¬ 
tives with regard to Kynect. 

“We have assisted 839 people 
in this eight-county region since 
October, signing them up for ei¬ 
ther Medicaid or assisting them 
with becoming insured,” added 
Eubanks. “With approximately 
80 to 85% of them eligible for 
Medicaid.” 

It was also stated that there 
will be a hug price tag associ¬ 
ated with Kynect. 

Governor Steve Beshear has 
made it known that he plans 
on utilizing tax reform and ex¬ 
panded gaming to foot the bill. 
Judge Executive/Gallagher is 
not convinced that either will be 
able to cover the cost. He sees 
a possible 1% tax increase in 
Kentucky’s future. 


“They say it could be a one 
time bonus for veterans and 
go to education,” added Judge 
Executive/Gallagher. “Once it 
goes to the general fund, it’s 
anybody’s guess.” 

The Court did agree to find 
a location in both ends of the 
county for Eubanks and Luther 
to meet with individuals who 
would like assistance with their 
health care coverage. To sched¬ 
ule an appointment or to ask 
questions, call Luther at (270) 
727-0395. 

The Court also discussed a 
proposal from Fulton County 
Emergency Management Di¬ 
rector Hugh Caldwell for an 
upgrade to the Fulton County 
Dispatch Radio system. “The 
system has been in place for 
about seven years and is in need 
of an upgrade,” stated Caldwell. 
“The cost of the upgrade to ra¬ 
dios and pagers needing repairs 
is about $14,000.” The Fiscal 
Court agreed to submit the pro¬ 
posal to 911 for possible reim¬ 
bursement before proceeding 
with the upgrades. 

Fonda Swain updated the 
Court regarding a matter of ap¬ 
proximately $2,200 and four 


county employees. “One em¬ 
ployees has been following 
through with our agreement,” 
stated Swain.

the duck hunters to take refuge 
in the water. The other duck 
hunter was able to stabilize the 
hunter in the water. 

He summoned another duck 
hunter who assisted in bringing 
the duck hunter from the water 
to safety. This was not before the 
duck hunter spent approximately 
25 minutes in the water and then 
another 20 minutes in the cold, 
while wet. 

Both hunters sustained minor 
bums, but did not seek medical 
attention. Neither one received 
any life threatening injuries. No 
one drowned. 

“The incident was reported 
to our office approximately 12 
hours after it occurred,” stated 
Sgt. Clark. “It is currently under 
investigation by Greg Youree, 
the investigating officer.” 

Sgt. Clark reminds everyone 
to follow duck hunter safety 
precautions. “If you take a heater 
with you when the temperatures 
are cold, make sure you keep 


flammable items a safe distance 
away,” he said. “Things like 
grass, cloth and other items 
commonly used in duck blinds 
can go up in flames quickly.” 

Keeping a life jacket or a 
personal flotation device in 
your boat does not do you any 
good sitting in the boat. “Make 
sure you always wear your life 
jacket or a float coat,” Sgt. Clark 
added. 

Other safety tips for duck 
hunting and firearms include: 

• Watch the impending 
weather before you go duck 
hunting in case bad weather 
is coming, calm waves can 
become treacherous quickly if 
the wind picks up 

• Inform a family member 
or friend of your hunting 
location and your expected time 
of arrival so they know where 
and when to look for you if you 
do not return 

• Do not over load your boat. 
Adding decoys, a dog and 


people, could possibly over load 
it. 

• Stock your boat with life 
saving gear like a warm, dry 
blanket and a water proof lighter 
or matches in case you need to 
start a fire to warm up 

• At the beginning of the 
hunting season always have 
your boat and motor serviced to 
make sure it is in good working 
condition 

• Always carry a cell phone 
in a waterproof bag so you can 
call 911 

• Anytime you hunt with a 
firearm, always treat it as though 
it was loaded and keep it pointed 
away from you and others 

• Always check your firearm 
for obstruction in the muzzle 

“It was a good thing that the 
two hunters were together,” Sgt. 
Clark said. “They were able to 
assist each other. It is important 
to never hunt by yourself.”

Hickman City Manager Johnny 
McTurner informed the Commis¬ 
sion on Monday night that they 
are slowly making progress on 
the Terrace Drive project. “The 
scope of the project has now been 
increased in cost from $60,000 to 
approximately $300,000,” Mc- 
Tumer said on January 13.

Independent Auditor’s Report 


Report on the Financial Statements 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the business-type 
activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of City of Hickman, Kentucky, as of 
and for the year ended June 30, 2013, and the related notes to the financial statements, which collectively 
comprise the City’s basic financial statements, as listed in the table of contents.

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. We conducted our 
audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America and the 
standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards , issued by the Comptrol¬ 
ler General of the United States. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reason¬ 
able assurance about whether the financial statements are free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the 
financial statements.

Our opinion on the basic 
financial statements is not affected by this missing information. 

Other Information 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively 
comprise the City of Hickman, Kentucky’s basic financial statements. The combining and individual nonmajor 
fund financial statements are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the 
basic financial statements. 


The combining and individual nonmajor fund financial statements are the responsibility of management and 
were derived from and relate directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic 
financial statements. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the 
basic financial statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such 
information directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial 
statements or to the basic financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the combining and 
individual nonmajor fund financial statements are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic 
financial statements as a whole. 


Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards

“My Dad” were the first 
two words replied when asked 
what made them get into duck 
hunting. “My dad was the first 
person to take me hunting,” 
they said. It was the first and 
main response that kept coming 
up in all the conversations. 

For the Coffeys, duck hunting 
is a normal thing during this time 
of year. During duck season, 
Ben Coffey rises very early and 
cooks breakfast for everyone 
in the pit. “It just starts the day 
out right,” says Ben. “I’ve been 
doing this for 15 years. I was 
just nominated by everyone to 
cook.” 

Duck hunting has just become 
a part of my life,” continued 
Ben. He adds that duck hunting 
is also a lot of work. 

“We start getting the pit ready 
three to four weeks before the 
season begins and we usually 
put out twenty dozen field and 
water decoys,” Ben explained. 
“None of it is easy. Even the 
shooting part gets hard at times, 
especially when we aren’t 
killing anything,” 

But, for Ben the most 
important aspect about duck 
hunting is spending time with 
his family, especially his Dad 
James Coffey, and friends. 

Another Coffey family 
member that likes to hunt is Rob 
Coffey. He smiled and replied, 
“my Dad” (Dennis Coffey) is 
also the reason I duck hunt. 

He says he was brought up 
in deer and duck hunting. “Dad 
has been taking me since I was 
11 years old,” Rob remembered. 
“This is what I love to do. It’s 
like a stress reliever to me.” 

Some days he just likes to 
get away from everything and 
the duck blind is the perfect 
getaway. 

Scoping out the blind and 
location is a part of duck 
hunting, just like knowing what 
the meaning of banded duck is. 
“They usually band the ducks 
in Canada, and it’s mainly a 
tracking device,” Rob stated. “It 
is used to see how far the duck 
has traveled, how old it is, and 
so on.” He smiled when he adds 
that a duck hunter always likes 
getting one of those. 

Thomas Ray, Rob’s brother- 
in-law, says he has killed five 
banded ducks. “It’s like a prize 
to me,” he says. 

His advice to other duck 
hunters is to be patient and be 
persistent. Some days are better 
than others. “If I weren’t duck 


hunting, I’d probably be crappie 
fishing,” Thomas added. 

Some days are good. Some 
days are bad. But all in all, the 
Coffeys love duck hunting and 
love their dad. 

It is not just duck hunting. It is 


much more than that. It is being 
with family and friends. 

It’s about getting together, 
eating good food, and just 
having fun with each other. In 
the eyes of the Coffey bunch, it 
will always be a family thing.

Rising from sleep way before 
most people, adding layer upon 
layer of insulated clothing, and 
packing enough food and warm 
drink to last a few hours are just 
a few pieces of the rituals of a 
duck hunter. The sport of duck 
hunting is unlike most others. 
Duck hunters seem to wish 
for floodwaters and the cold 
weather. 

In the Major household 
hunting is definitely a main 
part of their lives. Whether it 
is hunting ducks or other wild 
game, they take it seriously 
and they eat everything they 
shoot. “Our family loves to eat 
wild game,” said Rick Major. 
“If we hunt it, we eat it. The 
kids really eat game better than 
they do domestic meat.” The 
Major family prepares duck in a 
variety of ways. They fry it, grill 
it and sometimes even smoke it, 
but their favorite is frying it. 

Rick and Mindy Major have 
three children, Dixie, 16, Daisy, 
13, and Jackson, who will be 
seven this week. Jackson has 
been ducking hunting and even 
deer hunting with his dad for 
the last four years now, and 
started winter crappie fishing 
on Reelfoot in December before 
he turned three years old. He is 
hooked. 

“I like to go through the 
water,” said Jackson on his 
favorite aspect of duck hunting. 
“That is definitely the funnest 
part. I also like shooting the 
ducks. Actually, I like everything 
about it.” 

Jackson also mentions that it 
is really cold when you go duck 
hunting. This is true, cold and 
windy with the wind at your 
back, it can put the duck hunter 
in the ideal position for bringing 
down a few ducks. 

“I use a 20 gauge, single 
shot shotgun,” said Jackson 
when asked about his preferred 
weapon. “I also help my dad 
keep it clean and ready for the 
next trip into the duck blind.” 

The location of the duck blind 
and the construction of the blind 
is just about as important as the 
weather conditions. “We have 
a new duck blind,” explained 
Jackson. He was able to discuss 
in great detail just what he and 
his dad did to prepare the duck 
blind for this duck season. 

As Jackson talked, you could 
see how proud his dad was to be 
passing down a family tradition 
that was instilled in Rick 40 years 
ago. “I started hunting with my 
dad, mother, and several uncles 
in 1974,” said Rick. “We hunted 
so much when I was a kid; it 
was the highlight of the year for 
me. There were always a lot of 
ducks and we always seemed to 
have backwater during season.” 

Two things really stand out 
in Rick’s memory of hunting 
with his father as a young child. 
One of Rick’s fondest memories 
was riding through the woods 
in a Reelfoot Lake boat with 
his dad. One was the time spent 
with the crowds of duck hunters 
at breakfast at the Moonglow in 
the early 1970’s. The Moonglow 
drew a big crowd of hunters back 
in those days. “I remember the 
“old timers,” Billy Henry, Clyde 
Grissom, Ardel Fields and many 
others who would carry on 
loudly with the younger men 
while drinking coffee and eating 
breakfast encased in a constant 
cloud of cigarette smoke. Those 
older men would tell story after 
story of duck-days gone by and 
limit after limit. They were 
always encouraging me and the 
other young kids who stood on 
their every word. It was a real 
gathering place for sportsmen 
back then,” remembered Rick. 

The other really standout 
memories involve the time 
Rick spent out with his Dad, 
especially boating through the 


timber in the dark. “We didn’t 
have an outboard and johnboat 
when I was a kid. We hunted out 
of two old Reelfoot Lake Boats. 
They were loud, slow, wobbly, 
and they had no reverse. Once 
you started going one direction, 
you were committed,” Rick 
remembered. “What was so fun 
was the radical transformation 
of my Dad when he sat down at 
the controls of a boat. My dad 
(Lynn Major) was typically a 
calm, serious, and level-headed 
guy. Some might even call him 
stern, but when he got in a boat he 
become a man wildly possessed. 
We would be bouncing off trees 
in the dark, wide open as he 
maneuvered his way to our duck 
hunting spot, jumping logs and 
crashing through buckbrush,” 
remembered Rick. “When I 
was in high school we got an 
outboard which basically gave 
him the ability to go even faster 
through the woods in the dark. 
College friends who came to 
hunt were stunned when he 
would throw me an oar and direct 
me to man the bow of the boat 
like some sort of amphibious 
medieval knight jousting with 
cottonwood trees and directing 
me to keep the front of the boat 
from hitting the trees we passed 
at half throttle. Those old 
friends would come back year 
after year just for the carnival 
ride through the timber.” With 
the humor aside, safety was 
always practiced when it came 
to duck hunting. “Firearm 
safety is always important,” he 
said. “Especially when you hunt 
during duck season. You have 
issues of the cold weather and 
water to deal with. It can be a 
life or death situation and things 
change instantly.” 

Some duck hunting safety tips 
include having your boat, motor 
and trailer serviced before the 
season starts, wear a certified 
personal flotation device; never 
go hunting without telling 
somebody where you’re going; 
and treat everyone’s gun as if 


it’s loaded. 

Being properly prepared 
and rising before dawn is just 
one aspect of the sport of duck 
hunting. With shooting hours 
beginning before sunrise and 
lasting until sunset, Jackson 
realizes it is important to wake 
up early. “I do have to go to bed 
early on the night before we go 
hunting,” he said. “When we do 
wake up early we take sausage 
and biscuits with us so I have 
something to eat.” 

Jackson isn’t the only Major 
sibling who enjoys the sport of 
waiting for the perfect time to 
pull the trigger. Daisy and a few 
of her friends Halley Stewart 
and Mary Frances Williams 
have also been hunting with 
Rick. “I enjoy duck hunting, but 
it is cold,” she said. “I prefer to 
go deer hunting.” 

“I killed a boy and girl deer,” 
chimed in Jackson. 

It is always fun to be there 
when someone new to duck 
hunting goes for the first time. 
This year, the Majors enjoyed 
hunting with a family friend, 
C.J. Bonds on his first duck 
hunting trip. “It was great seeing 
the gleam in C.J.’s smile with 
that first successful hunt with 
Jason in Goose Pond. Having 
a good place to go really is not 
that much fun to me at this point 
in my life unless we can share it 
with friends,” added Rick. 

Yes, duck hunting has evolved 
over the last forty years since 
Rick trudged out in the water 
with his dad for the first time. 
Yes, the equipment has gotten 
more expensive and can get tore 
up in the blink of an eye. Yes, 
this winter when it gets so cold 
and the water freezes up, it isn’t 
ideal for duck hunting. 

But one thing for sure remains 
true, the family affair of duck 
hunting in the Major household 
looks like it will remain a 
tradition for many years to 
come. Duck hunting season in 
western Kentucky ends January 
26.
